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I. THE ORIGIN AND FOUNDATION 
OF THE LIBRARY. 
*->^<^ — 

'jphe present library is not the first institution of its kind that 
Osaka has ever had, for the history of the city reveals the fact that a 

public library on a small scale was instituted sonic sixteen years ago, 
but owing to the scarcity of funds and other difBculties, not to speak of 
the lack of interest on the part of the citi:iens, it gradually dwindled 
into insignificance and was finally discontinued without exciting much 
attention of the public. 

After tile lapse of some years* however, when the city could boast 
of a population of a million, a remarkable progress bad been attained in 
all branches of education, but still the city had no library to which the 
public could have free access. This was, of course, a matter of regret, 
so when, in 1 899, the preiectural government of Osaka planned an ex- 
haustive system t)f education, it was decided that a public library should 
be estaUished to iill tlie gap which had begun to be keenly felt. 
« iThereupon, a bill for the establishment of a library was submitted by 
the Governor to the Osaka Prefectural Assembly. Just at this juncture 
^ Mr. Kichizacmon Sumitomo, a well-known millionaire resident of the 
^ city, volunteered to contribute to the Prefecture of Osaka the building 
for a library and also the handsome sum of q 0,000 \'en for the purchase 
X- of books. This liberal donation was accepted by the Prefcclural au- 
^ thonties and it was decided to make ceitain additions to the proposed 
^ plans and erect a large public library in Nakanoshima Park. 

The wurl: on the new library building was l>c^un in September, 
1900, and completed in January, 1904. The purchase of books having 
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been made in the meantime and eveiything being in readiness for the 

openincj of the library, the new building was dedicated February 25th, 
1904, and opened to the public on the first day of March.

■ II. GENERAL DESCRIPTION 
OF THE BUILDING OF THE LIBRARY. 

->^<-— - 

The Osaka Library is situated at Nakanoshima Park , and occupies 
a building site of about 3,950 square yards. 

The building is in Renaissance style, built on concrete foundation 
with brick walls iaced with finely dressed granite. Floors are all of 

fire-proof construction, atid the dome-head frame is constructed with n ua 
and steel. 

The whole building covers an area of about 988 square yards and 
consists of three floors with an exception of stack room. The (ground 

floor contains packing room, bindery, dining room, smoking room, 
lavatory, water closet etc. The first floor which can b^ approached 
directly from the ground level by grand stone steps on the front of the 
builcliii;^, contains hall, periodicals' room 34 fc-t by 42 feet, drauinir 
room and librarian's office. The second floor contains special reading 
room 18 feet by 37 feet capable of accommodating 40 readers, general 
reading room 34 feet by 42 feet capable of accommodating 72 readers, 
ladies' room 12 feet by 20 feet, boys' room of the same size as the 
former and memorial hall 20 feet by 32 feet. 

The stack room consists of five floors and is entirety of fire-proof 
construction. It has direct communication witli every floor of tlie main 



building. Two baok lifts are pravided through floors ibr the easy 
tfansportation of b3oks and from every iioor speaking tubes are 

communicated to the jreneral reading room and the periodicals' room in 
order to facilitate the prompt delivery of books. The shelving capacity 
is about 80,000 volumes. 

At the rear of the building an engine and boUer room is built for 
the purpose of steam heating of the building.
